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Shangani Day 


The purpose of Shangani Day is to commemorate the heroic last stand of Major 
Allan Wilson and his men. Shangani Day is the most important event in the school 
year, for at this time teachers and boys remember the outstanding bravery of their 
school’s namesake. It is the duty of all to preserve for all time the memory of the 
heroic sacrifice of Wilson and his men. Shangani Day is a time to remember those 
men, who, at the cost of leaving wounded comrades, could have saved themselves 
and fled. Instead they chose to stand and fight, knowing that to do so meant certain 
death. Also, it is remembered that when called upon to surrender to the Matabele, 
Wilson and his men began to laugh. To such men of tremendous courage and 
conviction, surrender was indeed laughable. It is with pride that all those associated 
with Allan Wilson School, can commemorate the Last Stand of the Shangani Patrol, 
for that incident must surely be the most heroic incident in the history of Rhodesia. 
Each man of the patrol did his duty and fought to the bitter end. The boys, teachers 
and all others associated with the name Allan Wilson must draw strength from this 
fine example of brave men. It is one thing to fight a winning battle, but to fight a 
losing one, as Wilson and his men did, is something outstanding. It takes courage, 
faith and determination and all the qualities which we should strive for. Thus 
Shangani Day offers many lessons for us, which if followed will help to strengthen 
our character and prepare us for our daily existence. We must all, therefore, try at all 
times to live up to the standards and example set by Allan Wilson and his men, for 
they were truly Men of Men. 


The first school Shangani Day Service was held on 4th December, 1940, when 
Rev. D. W. Murray led the school in prayer and the first address was given by the 
Headmaster, Mr. John Cowie. This service has been held every year since then on 
the anniversary of the massacre of Major Allan Wilson and the men of the Shangani 
Patrol. Some of the speakers in early years were the Prime Minister, Sir Godfrey 
Huggins, His Excellency the Governor, Sir Evelyn Baring and Mr. H. A. Greenfield, 
a son of one of the heroes of the Shangani Patrol. 


The ceremony has changed and developed in form but has always been rooted 
in Christianity and tradition. In 1977 the address was given by Lt. Col. Ron Reid- 
Daly, officer commanding the Selous Scouts and a former pupil of Allan Wilson. On 
this occasion, as has been the case for the last few years, the ROLL of HONOUR was 
read before the buglers sounded the Last Post and Reveille. At this time the whole 
school can remember the sacrifices already made and dedicate themselves to build 
on this foundation.

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Headmaster’s Address, 1978 


At this watershed in our history when there seems to be a growing tendency to 
belittle everything we have achieved as Rhodesians and almost to apologise for 
our heritage, I feel it appropriate to acknowledge with pride my own debt to my 
parents, my country and the Rhodesian system of education. You, too, are privileged 
to have been brought up in this wonderful country and to have had the opportunity of 
ae aor of education A.W. has to offer. Never be ashamed of your country or your 
school. 

Very few people in the world have had our opportunities. Rather look back on 
the past with pride and gratitude and attempt to build the future on those solid 
foundations laid by generations of A. W. boys. 

As we prepare for a new year and undoubtedly for a new era in our country, let us 
look for a moment at the early days of A. W., at the challenges they faced, and at the 
courage, and determination that built this school, which you and I should fight to 
preserve. In January, 1940, when the whole world was threatened by the curse of 
Nazi Germany and a power-hungry man called Adolf Hitler this school was born in 
the cast-off buildings of another school. To these buildings were sent youngsters, 
who were considered unlikely to pass the Cambridge School Certificate or benefit 
from an Academic education. Of the original 250 boys 120 were in Std. 5 and the 
remainder in Forms 1 and 2. They were drawn from every High school in the country, 
and had no uniform or identity of their own. School records show that on 27th April, 
1940 we took part in the Inter-High School Sports and scored no points. It is 
significant however, that in the same year we won 5 titles in the Mashonaland Junior 
boxing championships. The first Headmaster, Mr. John Cowie, had a vision of a 
school where and I quote “‘Qualities of craftsmanship, character, application to work 
and good citizenship would count for more than mere intellectual achievement.” But 
obviously the boys had to be inspired by courage and pride, they had to believe in 
themselves. They had to feel that they could win and a fighting spirit was all 
important. Schools had been traditionally named after members of the Royal 
Family, Politicians and Governors — hardly dynamic or inspiring BUT the heroic 
Last Stand of Major Allan Wilson and his men on the banks of the Shangani River 
couldn’t fail to stir and blood and inspire the underdog to heights undreamt of. On 
the 4th December, 1940, the Anniversary of the massacre of the Shangani Patrol by 
the Matabele, Mr. Cowie, in his wisdom, held the school’s first Shangani Day 
Service, and laid the foundations of a philosophy, which has been the inspiration of 
this school ever since. 

This school of ours has from those inauspicious days grown in stature and 
reputation, so that we can now take our place with other great schools of Rhodesia. 
Old Wilsonians have made their mark in all spheres of life and we remember with 
pride the achievements of those who have been decorated for bravery and given 
their lives for their country, those who have excelled in academic research, in 
commerce and industry, in fact in all walks of life. Perhaps, bearing in mind Mr. 
Cowie’s early ideals, it is significant that the one field where Allan Wilson boys have 
not really come to the fore is in Politics. 

The wheel has come full circle. We have sons of the school who have recently 
died heroically as did Allan Wilson and his men. 1978/79 will certainly be a year to 
be remembered for momentous decisions and radical changes in our country, but 
Allan Wilson has changed its direction in the past, and changes need not be feared as 
long as we are true to the original ideals of a school which will fight to come out on top 
whatever the odds, a school with the motto “They were Men of Men.” 

We started the year with the usual hiatus before exam results were received and 
future courses could be planned, and the usual assorted bunch of tentative Form 
Ones. It always amazes me how both of these major problems are resolved and how 
aes ‘O’ Levels become 6th Formers and Std. 5 pupils become senior school 

Oys. 

Our 1977 exam results brought both joy and despair. Of the 38 boys who wrote 

2 or more ‘A’ Level subjects 24 passed 2 or more and Harwin, Menegaldo and 


Allan Wilson High School 15 


Strobel were awarded Government Scholarships on the basis of their ‘A’ Level results. 
Only in English and Physics were our results below the national average, and even 
here the percentage pass was 75 and 68% respectively. 

At ‘M’ Level 57% of our 100 candidates passed in 2 or more subjects and only 
10% failed to pass in any subject. We were particularly disappointed with our 
Physics results but very pleased with our Afrikaans and Biology. Feiertag and 
Merrington achieved top symbols in all subjects written. 

Our ‘O’ Level results revealed that 26 boys failed to pass in 4 or more subjects, 
but only in English and Art were our results below the national average, and in 
Afrikaans and Biology we achieved a 96 and 92% pass rate. 

In the R.C.E. exams we entered boys for the full range of subjects and it was 
particularly gratifying to note that very few boys failed completely in the Higher level 
exams in English and Science. 


Altogether more than half of the boys in the school wrote some form of Public 
exam and our results continue to compare very favourably with those of other 
schools. So much for the classroom, where the teaching staff of this school have done 
and are doing a great job. Our object, however, is to educate the “whole” man, and 
this I believe we are doing at A.W. Every boy is an individual with individual talents 
and our aim must be to help him discover his strengths and then give him the 
opportunity to develop and use them not only for his own satisfaction but also for the 
benefit of the whole community. This is why team games, dramatic productions and 
the like are such as essential part of education. Very often a boy doesn’t know what 
he can do until he tries, and so he must be compelled to try. It is only by participating 
that the youngster finds himself and identifies with his community, and those 
parents who feel that extra mural activities don’t count are depriving their children 
of a rich and varied experience. The record of A.W.’s achievements during the year 
1978 indicates quite clearly the point I am making. 

The Interact Club of AW/QE continues to flourish, and the two schools 
produced a straight play ‘Our Town’ and a musical ‘Half a Sixpence’ during 1978. In 
both cases large numbers of boys and girls were heavily committed both on and off 
the stage and many hidden talents were discovered. We congratulate Mr. Stevenson, 
Mrs. Baker and the casts and helpers on two very find productions. The Printing, 
Bridge, Debating, Chess, Photographic, Electronics, Hobbies and Engineering 
clubs have all had their moments this year, while the interest in First Aid, and 
Scripture Union is on the up, and the Weights and Rifle Clubs remain as popular as 
ever. Special mention should be made this year of the individual achievements of 
John Fowler (Rhodesia Junior Chess Champion), Leon Izerel (Runner-up in the 
Intermediate Chess Championships) and Mike O’ Rourke for reaching the finals of 
the Inter-Schools Public Speaking competition. Also the collective achievements of 
Mr. Schoultz and his newly formed Car Maintenance Club and Mr. Webster and his 
patent motorised roller. 

Our sports teams have had their ups and downs, but have once again given 
pleasure and involvement to hundreds of boys. In the lst term our senior Cross 
Country runners did particularly well, as did our Water Polo players, while Mike 
O’Rourke became the first Rhodesian schoolboy to win the South African Junior 
Sculling Trophy. Cricket and athletics met with mixed fortunes, but our basketball 
team improved witk. every game and J. Chin was selected for Rhodesian Schools. 


During the 2nd term about 90% of the school was involved in active sport, and it 
was a very real pleasure to me to see the 6th team or the U13B enjoying their game of 
rugby or hockey on a Saturday. Our soccer has definitely now come of age much to 
the disgust of Mr. Ferreira, while our rugby and hockey teams more than held their 
own. We had no less than 6 players in the final Craven Week trials in Gwelo and we 
congratulate J. Du Toit on being our first Rhodesian Schools Rugby cap since 
Bobby Rudolph. 

This term our cricket team started well at the Inter-Schools festival and our 
Water Polo team has won the Bruce Kennedy Cup and the Crusader Shield, this for 
only the 2nd time in the history of the competition. F. Abraham, W. Anderson, R. 
Gray and D. Welensky were all selected for Rhodesian schools — a tremendous 
achievement. We have no David Lowe this year, but are still hopeful of holding our 
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wn in the Inter-Schools Swimming Gala on 4th November. All in all we are doing 
what we aim to do — play all sport to the best of our ability, go all out to win, but win 
or lose, play in the right spirit and above all never give up! No report on 1978 would 
be complete without mention being made of our new all-weather tennis courts. The 
P.T.A., the parents and the boys have worked hard to raise the money for this 
project and I think you will all agree that we have gained not only a fine sporting 
facility that was sorely needed but that the new courts also enhance the appearance 
of the school. The courts are to bé dedicated on Shangani Day, 4th December and 
there could be no greater expression of our confidence in the future than the 
completion of this project at this time. 

The A.W. community goes from strength to strength and I thank you all: Mr. 
Law and all our staff, professional and non-professional, Mr. Crawford and his 
P.T.A., Mr. Taylor and the School Advisory Council, the whole parent body, Mike 
O’ Rourke and his Prefects and above all, you the boys of A.W. for making it such a 
rewarding job to be Headmaster of this school. 

I spoke earlier of our beginnings and the foundations on which we have built. 
Did you realise that Mr. Wright and Mr. Byerley first joined the staff in 1956, Mr. 
Morris in 1958 and Mrs. Maguire in 1959? That is before any of you boys, were born. 
Furthermore that 13 of our hostel African staff have been at A.W. fot more than 15 
years. Our present P.T.A. Chairman is an Old Wilsonian, as are at least two 
members of his committee. I personally must apologise for the fact that I went to 
Chaplin, but at least I can say that the first representative game I played for my 
school was against A.W. on a matting wicket and a very barren John Cowie field in 
1946. 

Good luck to those who are leaving — keep in touch. We would like to see you 
around. To those returning I say be proud of your school and its traditions. What has 
been built we aim to keep! Remember Allan Wilson and his men had only two 
choices. They could surrender or they could fight to the death — Perhaps we have a 
third choice — we can fight to win, and this I believe we will have to do! I have now 
been at A.W. for 5 years, almost a generation of schoolboys, and this characteristic 
of fighting against the odds is still to me the essential spirit of this school. I have 
taught in other schools with boys of unlimited talent, but when the chips were down, 
they would sometimes fade. I like to think that in 1979 as in 1940 we will fight: that 
the fierce pride and determination of those early days of A.W. are with us still.

Of special 
merit were the stage performances of Simon Johnston as Kipps, Karen Fields as 
Anne, Andrew Dorrington as Chitterlow, Simon Thomas, Doug Cresswell and Peter 
Wilson as Sid, Buggins and Pearce and Peter Revell as Shalford. Thanks are also 
due to Cathy Baker our producer, her backstage crew and orchestra. Overall the 
production was polished and enjoyable. Although we did not repeat last year’s 
success in the Drama Festival, valuable experience was gained by all. 


ADJUDICATION.

“OUR TOWN” 


This apparently simple small-town saga is a deceiptively 
subtle examination of the quality of life. The Webb and 
Gibbs’ families move inevitably through their progression 
from birth, first love, and marriage, to death; against the 
unexpectional background of the small town, Grover’s Corner 
in New Hampshire. 

The action is controlled and projected by the stage 
manager (narrator) against an imaginative, skeletal set, making 
repeated use of mime and suggestion. Alex Stevenson’s first 
ever production succeeded well through convincing characterisation, delicate 
orchestration, and some original symbolic representations. As so little actually 
happens, it is vital that the audience believes in the characters and identifies with 
their emotions. The pace depends on the stage manager who manipulates and 
comments on the action, as part sympathiser, part sceptic. Andrew Dorrington gave 
the right relaxed, detached performance. His accent was well-maintained, and he 
made good use of dramatic pauses in his commentary. 

Mr. Webb portrayed by Deon Boshoff was a totally convincing performance, 
where his diction and easiness on stage conveyed the adult exactly. Mrs. Webb grew 
in stature as the play progressed and Gail Robinson’s scene with Emily on her “earth

visit’ was a gem. Derek Welensky’s naivete and adolescent honesty came across 
strongly; and his scenes with Moira Armstrong were most movingly portrayed — two 
fine performances. Of the others, I liked the Mrs. Soames’ cameo by Ann-Marie 
Grotto, and the burial scene was skilfully and tastefully handled with the lighting and 
rain adding poignancy to the occasion. Some of the minor characters lacked the 
confidence and expertise to ring true, but the overall community spectrum was 
adequately presented. 

Costumes were professional, as was the make-up and here Mrs. Robinson, Mrs. 
Horsfall and Mrs. Yeo are to be congratulated. Lighting and sound were competently 
handled and dramatic climaxes were well contrived. 

The more I studied the play, the more daunting a venture for a School 
Production it seemed to be. Sophisticated and delicate in presentation it was subtle 
and probing in its message and difficult to present effectively with an adult, 
experienced cast. However, I am certain that everyone who saw Alex Stevenson’s 
production will agree that its achievement was considerable, and I know that the 
youngsters under his direction enjoyed themselves and matured with the experience.

School leavers have found it more difficult this year than 
ever before to come to decisions about their future careers. 
With the present political uncertainty it is difficult to decide 
about the future. As far as possible they have been encouraged 
to think independently of the political situation, of what they 
wish to do, but it is farily easy to give such advice but difficult Alli ends his 
for young people in the present situation to follow it. 

For the sixth form, advice on University education in this 
country, South Africa and overseas has been given. To pupils 
leaving with lower standards of education details of technical education, entry to 
apprenticeships, services, and other posts, have been provided. 

Aptitude testing has continued with tests being given this year to ‘A’ stream 
pupils in the fourth year and ‘B’ and ‘C’ stream pupils in the third years. Parents of 
pupils involved in these tests were invited to meetings with the Head and careers 
staff to discuss the results of these tests. A number of parents attended and follow- 
up discussions with individual parents and pupils have taken place.

To explain 
this the Police, Army and Air Force have been given facilities to come to the school 
and talk to leavers. 

This year a number of old boys who have completed, or will shortly be 
completing, National Service have been assisted in making plans for the future. We 
will certainly help any old boys in any way we can and bring this service to the notice of 
school leavers this year.

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ELECTRONICS CLUB 


This year the Lower Sixth Electronics Club has been reasonably successful in 
its various ventures. We started off at the beginning of the year by doing thorough 
tests and investigation work on transistors, both bipolar and field effect types. 

Our work has included design and construction of a 2 stage pre-amplifer unit. 
The pre-amplifier accepts a wide variety of inputs and impedance matching is 
quickly achieved by a few calculations and component changes. Gain can be varied 
and so can the supply voltage. 

Next year we have several projects planned. These are (at the moment): 

1) The installation of an 80-line P.A.B.X. (telephone exchange) very kindly 
donated to the club in the second term. It is an L. M. Ericsson AHD 24 type 
unit. 

2) Are-design and re-build of the present lighting system in the Beit Hall. The 
new system will probably have 10 to 20 circuits with two presets which will 
facilitate quick and efficient lighting changes. 

3) A renewal of the ancient sound wiring in the Beit Hall. This will hopefully 
include both microphone and loudspeaker leads. 

We will also be working on Integrated Circuit logic gates (computer circuitry) 
and power amplifiers. I would finally like to thank Mr. Byerley on behalf of the club 
for all his encouragement and for delving deeper into the subject than is required by 
the syllabus. G. Connor

1978 — it is difficult to find a word to describe the year. As this report is 
prepared there is a feeling of disappointment as our activities have been severely 
curtailed recently due to the security situation. But as we look back over the whole 
year we have had one of our most successful seasons and have certainly made our 
mark, both on the local scene and in South Africa. Mr. Park, Mike O’Rourke and 
Dave Mansell have all appreciated the support given to them by the club members in 
spite of the difficulties and disappointments. 

With the worsening security situation it was decided at the beginning of the year 
that we would no longer use the open truck when travelling to Mazoe. This meant 
that we would use the Mazda which limited the numbers travelling at any one time. A 
rota system was introduced with two crews going out to the dam on Monday, two on 
Wednesday and generally a further crew was able to “camp” at Mr. Park’s home at 
Christon Bank at the weekend. This meant that five crews a week had some training. 
Our thanks are due to those parents who responded to our appeal to “ride shotgun” 
with us on Wednesdays and Sundays. Their help was much appreciated. 

This year we have organised two regattas. The first was for the second weekend 
of the first term when one of the other clubs dropped out of the programme. Our 
club stepped into the breach and in the course of the week organised a “‘friendly’’ 
500 metre sprint. It was hectic, but everything went off smoothly and our efforts 
were much appreciated. Our own regatta, a 1000 metre sprint, was held on Sunday 
5th, March. The week before Marlborough High School had had to cancel their 
regatta due to a terrorist incident on the road the previous Friday. However, all went 
smoothly for us and we had a very successful regatta. A very big thank you to all the 
parents who helped so willing with the organising and catering at both the regattas. 

Our club has been much to the fore this year on the winners’ rostrum, which is 
very encouraging. Unfortunately our ‘A’ crew has not had a good year. They had 
difficulties in combining and did not really shine as a single unit as they had done 
during the previous year when they rowed as the U16 crew. However, the “B’ crew, 
with Dunn joining Peacocke, Thierry and Ziegler from last year’s crew, really clicked 
and had a most successful year, generally winning their event in the Senior C 
Division. The ‘C’ crew, rowing in the Senior D Division, also had a very good year and 
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scored a number of victories. The ‘D’ crew, which rowed in the same division, 
suffered badly from constant changes in its composition and never really became a 
full crew. However, they tried hard and gained a number of minor placings. It was the 
first season of rowing for the members of the ‘E’ crew and they certainly made a 
name for themselves. They did extremely well both here and in South Africa. The 
extended crew — Bowler and Falla joined Barnes and Barrett in place of Innes and 
Martin for the South African National Championships as the latter were unable to 
travel — well deserve the award made to them as the most improved school crew of 
1978. With regard to our junior crews, all new to the water this year, the U15 crew 
had a disappointing year due largely to the limited training. However, the U14 crew, 
with tremendous spirit and determination making up for their lack of experience, 
gave of their best every time and, on occasions, made the winners’ rostrum. 

We have been pleased to note the increased interest in sculling. M. O’Rourke 
has had a very successful season — his South African successes are recorded 
elsewhere — which culminated in his winning the Bill Jacques Trophy for the best 
overall time at the Sculler’s Head (6000 metre) Regatta at the beginning of the 
second term. Mansell, Thierry, Ziegler, Peacocke and both the Barretts have 
continued to feature in their respective divisions. Meanwhile Barnes, Bowler and 
Schreiber have made an impression on the Senior E Division: The U14 crew, Falla, 
Hulme, Lango and Thompson, all took to sculling and have progressed well with 
keen competition between themselves and a common determination to beat he 
much more experienced, but much younger, sculler, Wayne Tilley, from the Hunyani 
Rowing Club. Hulme and Lango also entered their division in the 6000 metre 
Sculler’s Head Regatta, with the latter arriving far ahead of his nearest rival but 
being disqualified for passing on the wrong side of one of the bouys and first place 
went to Ellis Robins’ sculler. He’ll not forget which course to take next time! 

There was little rowing, as usual, in the second term. There were only the 
Sculler’s Head and the four Quarts regattas. Several of our members took part in the 
“Quarts” and C. Dunn was among the four overall winners. 

The highlight of the term was our annual dinner, attended by 60 members, 
partners, parents and guests. Our guests of honour were Professor and Mrs. 
Christie. After Professor Christie’s most amusing and informative address on the 
probable history of rowing — tracing the development of modern rowing from the 
slave gallies of ancient Rome via the Viking warships! — Mrs. Christie (better known 
as Philippa Berlyn) presented the club trophies as listed above. 

As terrorist activity increased in the Mazoe Dam area rowing was suspended as 
a school sport during the third term. However, there has been considerable activity 
behind the scenes and the Rhodesia Rowing Association hopes that alternative 
arrangements can be made next year for the interim period until we are able to return 
to Mazoe Dam. 

The Rhodesia Rowing Association’s annual general meeting was held towards 
the end of November. At this meeting various awards were made and again Allan 
Wilson Rowing Club was well represented. The Rhodesian Colours Control Board 
has recently minted a silver medallion to be presented for service to a sport as 
distinct from colours for participation in a sport. For the first time ever three awards 
of the Meritorious Service Medal were made. One of the recipients was Mr. F. Dale, 
formerly master in charge and the founder of our club. The medal was accepted on 
Mr. Dale’s behalf by his sister, Mrs. Foggarty. We congratulate Mr. Dale on this 
award. Our congratulations also go to Jeremy Barrett who was awarded Junior 
Rhodesian Colours for his part as coxswain to the highly successful ladies’ crew from 
the Hunyani Rowing Club who did so well in South Africa. Finally, Rhodesia Rowing 
Association Colours were awarded to M. Barnes, J. Barrett, R. Barrett, C. Bowler, 
C. Dunn, A. Falla, V. Peacocke, G. Thierry and O. Ziegler as a result of their 
successes at the South African regattas and to Mr. Park for his services to rowing. 
Congratulations to all. 

Thus although we are disappointed with the present rowing situation we look 
back on a highly successful year and look forward to next year trusting we will 
overcome the difficulties facing us and determined that we again will do the best we 
can. 
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SOUTH AFRICAN ROWING TOURS 


‘Already interest is high in the selection of the team to represent the school at next 
year’s regattas when we hope to do even better than we did this year.” — these words 
closed our report for last year and we are pleased to see that our hopes were realised. 

This year our appearance at the Wemmer Pan Sprint was limited to J. Barrett 
who coxed the Hunyani Ladies’ crew to victory. He also entered the U15 sculling 
event but failed to gain a placing in the final. 

On Wednesday, 22nd March, just as the first pupils were arriving for school our 
bus left for the South African Rowing Championships. Our contingent of nineteen 
including Mr. Park had been joined by Mr. Read and his crew from Ellis Robins and 
by the Arundel crew — the latter adding the spice to the journey! Again we travelled 
through the night, marking time on occasions, and arrived at the Johannesburg 
railway station shortly before 6 a.m. on Thursday. After a wash and change we were 
ready to face a day’s shopping in the big city. Gathering again in the late afternoon we 
headed for our hosts — Park Town Boys’ High School. We quickly spread out to 
different homes and many of our hosts took us back into Johannesburg after dinner 
to see the “city lights”. On the Friday (Good Friday) we went out to Roodeplaat Dam 
with our hosts and were able to do a little training and try out the boat that we had 
been allocated. There were certain problems with the boat but again Floride Park 
High School came to our rescue and lent us one of their boats for most of our events. 
Saturday morning Roodeplaat throbbed with noise and colour as more equipment 
arrived by the trailer load and as visitors and supporters turned out in their 
hundreds. It was an enjoyable regatta — more so for being run very efficiently — and 
the standards were high. The great achievement of the day for us was when M. 
O’Rourke won the Junior First Sculls event. With members of the Allan Wilson 
Rowing Club having been runners-up in this event at each of the three previous 
schools championships to be held, we are thrilled that the Patterson Pledge Trophy 
has at last been brought home. 

The South African National Championships were held on 22nd April, the end of 
the first week of the school holidays. Competition had been very stiff for places in the 
official Rhodesian team and we were very pleased when we had 13 representatives 
from the Allan Wilson club selected by the Rhodesian Board of Selectors. We were 
entered in five events and came away with two wins and two second placings. M. 
O’Rourke won the Junior First Sculls event and thus earned the double crown this 
year. Our ‘E’ crew of R. Barrett, M. Barnes, A. Falla and C. Bowler (coxed by M. 
O’Rourke) were competing in the Senior D division and, having made the final via 
the repercharge, showed what determination can do. In an extremely closely fought 
race they rowed very well to win by half a length from the other Rhodesian crew (from 
the University Rowing Club) who had also made the finals. D. Mansell was placed 
second in the Junior Second Sculls. Almost the final race of the day was the Junior 
First Eights event. At the Rhodesian time-trials two weeks before the champion- 
ships our ‘A’ and ‘B’ crews had persuaded Mr. Park to allow them to combine as an 
eight and to go forward for possible selection — and they were determined to show 
him what they could do. They had also surprised the selectors! Now the big race was 
on. The crew from King Edward School had been selected to represent South Africa 
overseas in July and had had clear wins throughout the season over the South 
African schools. They were horrified to discover, after having rowed the first 1000m, 
that Allan Wilson crew was still up with them. However their additional training paid 
off and they beat us by a length with the Mondeor crew in third place about six 
lengths further back. What a race and what a thrilling close to a great day. 

The schools championships are to be held early in March next year and again 
competition will be keen for places in the team. Can we do as well as this year? In 
spite of the difficulties which face us and which have resulted in training being 
curtailed, our members have the determination to do well and to give of their best. 
Wish them well in 1979.

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JUSTIFICATION OF THE SPACE RACE 


When the first man-made satellite, Sputnik 1, was launched in October 1957, a 
stunned silence fell upon the ‘western world’. The Russians were the first to leave 
the earth’s mantle of air and enter space. Now there was nothing to stop them ruling 
the world with space-based missiles. The world’s other ‘superpower’, America, 
launched an intensive space exploration programme, half in fear and half in 
humiliation at not being the first themselves. After many discouraging failures, and 
with the help of the brillaint ex-German Wernher von Braun, the United States of 
America entered the space race with their tiny Vanguard satellite. 

The most pressing and obvious justification of the vast amounts of money and 
manpower spent on space research is defence. Russia has placed more than one 
thousand satellites around the earth in their famous Cosmos series. It is not 
admitted that these are military craft but it is well known that they are spy satellites 
with heat sensors and powerful cameras capable of reading the headlines on a 
newspaper. Some are even deadly hunter-killer satellites which seek out and destroy 
American satellites. To hold this enemy increase at bay, the American government 
must spend more and more capital on space defence. Unfortunately this is an 
escalating project and it receives preference over more peaceful scientific missions. 

The scientific satellites which are sent into space, few as they are, receive most 
of the world’s criticism. Why spend so much money on useless space research when 
there are millions of people starving and living in slum areas who need the money 
more? The truth is, the amount of money spent on space research is less than one 
percent of America’s total defence budget. Of this one percent, a tiny fraction is 
spent on scientific satellites which advance man’s knowledge of the weather and 
geology of his home planet. These satellites have saved millions of lives in early 
warning of hurricanes, and one satellite alone located a copper ore deposit so rich 
that its worth far exceeded the cost of the whole space programme to date. Space 
satellites have also been of tremendous use in farming, transport, oceanography and 
locating sites for dams, roads and railways. The ability to look down upon the world 
has improved the standard of living of hundreds of millions of people throughout the 
world. 

In the early 1950’s a British astronomer and science fiction author named 
Arthur C. Clarke put forward the suggestion that if three telecommunications 
satellites were placed in an equiangular orbit twenty three thousand miles above the 
earth’s surface they could be used to broadcast information from any point on the 
world to any other point in any country. These satellites are called synchronous 
satellites because they have a period of revolution equal to the earth’s rotation. This 
means that such a satellite will remain above the same place on the earth’s surface 
for ever. Here, again, is an instance where the space race is beneficial to mankind. 
Large areas of the world, notably in Africa and India, support people who are very 
ignorant and illiterate but who are intelligent. By the use of synchronous satellites 
educational programmes can be sent to these areas, to help educate these people 
and to give schools a fresh and inexhaustible supply of material for learning. Thus 
space technology has helped millions of people to improve their way of living. 

The greatest space ‘race’ of all concerns the development of the American 
Apollo project. Inaugurated by President John F. Kennedy, this project was 
designed to raise American morale by setting the goal of making the first man on the 
moon an American. Ironically the gold-plated plaque left on the moon states that 
they came for all mankind. Although not really a race, for the Russians only made a 
half-hearted attempt, the Apollo project was well worth the cost. On its own it was of 
some benefit to man because the research into health and feeding in space brought 
new medicines onto the market and created the industry of synthetic foodstuffs 
which was of great value to an undernourished world. The greatest value of Apollo 
though was that it demonstrated that man could journey to other worlds and could 
live in space. It advanced space technology by twenty years and, most important of 
all, it provided the first stepping-stone into the darkness of the unknown. It provided 
the opportunity for new Columbus’ to venture to newer new worlds. It gave man a 
new reason for not destroying himself; a whole universe of reasons. 
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Man’s natural curiosity is the strongest justification of the space race. No 


matter how much people protest or how many governments cut space budgets there 
will always be men ready and willing to explore space. At the beginning .of this 
ccentury when great men like Robert Goddard, Herman Oberth, and Tsiolkovsky 
were experimenting with rockets in their gardens the public protest and ridicule was 
much stronger than today. Space research is much easier now, thanks to men like 
these and, short of total genocide the space race will continue. For as Tsiolkovsky 
said, ““The earth is man’s cradle; but he cannot live in a cradle forever’’.

At exactly 02:45 
local time Elona Gay lifted off, carrying one bomb, one bomb that took years to be 
made perfect, the Atomic bomb. This bomb had the power of twenty kilotons of 
trinitrotoluene (T.N.T.), was 10 feet long and weighed 9 000 pounds. 

We were crusing at 8 000 feet when Major Ferebee said over the intercom, 
‘Hiroshima in sight, approximately 20 miles away’. ‘Affirmative. Drop the bomb at 
local time, 08:15’’, I replied. 

At 17 seconds past 08:15, the bomb bay doors opened and “‘Little Boy”’ (code 
name for the atomic bomb) fell out. 51 seconds later “Little Boy” exploded 1 850 
feet above the city. 

Below us we could see a blinding flash of purple and flashes of gold. Hiroshima 
disappeared in a ball of fire containing 100 000 000°C. 

In the instant that the Atomic bomb hit Hiroshima, the explosion became a ball 
of fire 1 800 feet across. Hardly a building was left standing within an area of five 
square miles. There were over 70 000 casualties. We simply could not relate what we 
saw to reality. ““My God,’ I said, ““what have we done!”’
